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Owner of House of Pain has until 
June 14 to show documentation

The owner of a rooming house 
known as the House of Pain has 
until June 14 to produce cer- 
tain documentatiori to the Belle 
Glade City Commission. 

Margaret Peavy, owner of the 
building at 416 S.W. Avenue B 
Place, did not attend Monday 
night's commission meeting, 
but her attorney Reed 
McClusky did. 

The commission declared the 
building dangerous in Decem- 
ber, 1992 and ordered it demol- 
ished. At that time it was 
owned by David "Sonny" 
Fowler. The commission gave 
Mr. Fowler a 90-day extension 
if he would submit plans show- 
ing how he would meet city 
codes and proof of financing to 
make repairs. 

Fowler sold the building to 
Mrs. Peavy in December and 
she went before the commission 
and was granted a further 


* extension of 92 days to provide 


the same information. 
Monday, May. 24 was the last 
day on a 92 day extension. 

Mr. McClusky told com- 
missioners Monday night that 
Mrs. Peavy was still working to 
,get financing to renovate the 
"building. 


Planning and Building Ad- 
ministrator Gene Simmons said 
he has yet to be given con- 
struction drawing or documen- 
tation of funding. 

"We're vii ne further than 
we were nth ago, two 
months ago, he id. 

Mr. McClusky did provide 
documentation that Mrs. Peavy 
has paid over $13,000 in back 
taxes owed on the property. He 
said on his advice she not to 
pay the 1992 taxes, although 
she purchased a money order 
for over $1,000, the amount 
owed. 

Commissioner Harma Miller 
said she understood Mrs. Peavy 
/has"spént considerable money 
on attorney fees and back tax- 
es, byt. snid йг main concern 
is for the safety and welfare of 
our citizens." 

City Attorney John Baker 
said it disturbs him that so far, 
all the city Has received is 
"promises, promises, promises. 
We want documentation by the 
next next meeting, not conver- 
sation, I would be reluctant to 
extend it beyond the next meet; 
ing." 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to defer any action until 
the June 14 meet, which they 
requested Mrs. Peavy attend.

Scholarship 
tax repeal 


In a move to increase the 
number of students receiving 
financial aid for college, Con- 
gressman Tom Lewis today 
introduced legislation to repeal 
the federal tax on scholarships 
and fellowships. 

"It makes no sense for mem- 
bers of Congress to express 
concern about education and at 


=the same time allow a tax on 


scholarships to remain on the 
books## Lewis said in introduc- 
ing his bill, which repeals a 
provision of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1986. 

The 1986 provision main- 
tained the tax exclusion for the 
portion of scholarship money 
used to pay tuition fees, books 
and supplies, but eliminated 
the exclusion for the portion of 
scholarship money used to pay 
for room, board and travel 
expenses, 

Lewis argued that room, 
board and travel expenses are 
as necessary to students as 
tuition and books and should 


"The net effect of the scholar- 
ship tax is to shrink the pool of 
scholarship money that is 
available for students, because 
the government is taking a 
gut,” Lewis said. “Repealing 

*this tax will help provide edu- 
cational opportunities to more 
students and these students in 
turn will be more valuable con- 
tributions to society and to our 
tax base in the future. Getting 
rid of the scholarship tax is a 
‘can! 't lose’ proposition."
